The Rebels wore 3,000 strong, and had oom- 
pletely surrounded the town; and on the rofasal of 
Col, Watkins (who bad only 400 nen) to surrender, 
the Rebels advanced from all directions, At 9 o'clock 
‘they oocupied three-fourths of the tuwn, when Col, Jobn 
‘F. Croxton of the ith Kentucky came up and captured 
about 70 Rebels, Col. Watkins lost abont 50 killed 
end os many Wounded.

for cause stated in writing, which shall be submitted 
to Congress at the evssion firat folowing such mmoval. 
Tho Inter-contineutal telegraph bill, which 
passed tho Sevate on the 2ist, graviy the right of 
wny throngh any Territories of tho United Btates 
to tho boundary of British Amertea, with tho branch 
lines needed to open communication with tho win. 
ing districts ond settlemente, instead of grant. 
ing 0 quarter scctlon of land cach fifteen 
miles; the uso of so much noappropriated public 
lupd as is needed for stations, not to exoced forty acres 
for cuch fifteen mila of line. Tho Secretary of tho 
Navy is outhorlsod, not inetructod, to detail o stesmor 
or other yeesel to assist in surveys and laying wires, 
Tho subsidy of $50,000 per year is stricken out, The 
Scoretary of War is authorized, but not direoted, to use 
tho available military forces in the Territories to pro- 
tect lines, Itia made subject to prior uso by tho Gov 
ernment, and open at all times to the public and other 
telograph lines at regular charges, The rate of charges 
shall not exceed the usual average rates in Enrope and 
America for tho samo service, euch as shall ba fixed 
by convention between the United States, Russia, and 
Great Britain, 
The President has signed and approved tho 
act to increase the pay of soldicra in the United States 
Army, It provides that 9n and after the Ist of May 
Jwat, ond during tho continnance of the present Rebel- 
hion, the pay por month of non-commissioned ofticors 
ond privates in tho military sorvico eball be as follows:

Lincoln's urgont advico, the nine-tenths dropped 
the man of their chuice and went over to the 
one-tenth, electing Mr. Trumbull, an anti-Ne- 
braska Demvorat, This was at once generous

closo. The Legislature then to be chosen must 
elect his successor, Tho Ropublicun party lind 
now become conzolidated and homogeneons— 
in yood ‘part, through the magnanimity of Mr. 
Lincvln and bie friends in 1854-5. A State 
Convention assembled in the Spring, and, with- 
out one dissenting voice, nominated Mr. Lin- 
coln as their candidate. They did this in full 
yiew of the fact that he must expect to meet 
and ‘grapple with Stephen A, Douglas, ono of 
the very best popular debaters of any age or 
country. If they bad supposed they had a moro 
deserving or better man for the work thau Lin- 
coln, they would doubtless have nominated that 


man, 
In the contest that followed, it is well known 


that onr sympathies were pot on tho side of Mr. 
Lincoln, ‘That ia to say: regarding men aa of 
no acconnt’ in comparison with ideas, wo 
thongbt the Republicaus of Illinois ebould bave 
supported Mr, Douglas, in acknowledgment of 
the groat service he hod juat rendered to the 
cause of Public Liberty in defesting the Le- 
compton bill. We have never been driven from 
this position, though wo can easily realive that 
the fiorce antagonisms engendered by twenty 
yeara of fierce aud olten abusive party warfare 
conld not readily be effaced, Suffice it that issue 
was joined, and the canvass between Messra.

Tho recent development in Canadian politics 
not only oxceeds in intorest any event in the 
history. of Cansde during the last twonty yeara, 
bat bids fair to bo followed by most important 
consequences. The points at issne aro an essen- 
tial change in the political constitution of the 
Province, an entire reconstruotion of politi- 
cal parties, and, ultimately, the confederstion 
of all the Provinces of British North America, 
embracing Canada, the Lower Provincos (New: 
foundlaud, Nova-Scotia, New-Branswick, Prince 
Edward Island), and the North-Wostora Ter- 
ritory, into one administrative and represonta- 
tive aystem. We give @ brief history of the 
transactions ehich have brought on this orisis: 

On the 14th of June, the actual [Tory] Min- 
istry were defeated on an amendment to tho 
motion for going into Comittee of Supply, 
brought forward by Mfr. A. A. Dorion—its ob- 
joot being to condemn the conduct of Mr. Galt, 
amember of tho Cabinet, in reference to the 
disposition of $100,000 worth of Montreal de- 
bentures. The Government accepted the vote 
as n defeat, aud asked an adjonimment to con- 
sider what course they should pursue. They 
finally asked of the Governor, Viscount Monck, 
3 diacolution of the Hose, and an appeal to the 
country. Tho Governor, though reluctant to 
grant this demand, gave, at longth, as there 
scemed to be no other alternacive, tho dosired 
permission to dissolve, after exhausting every 
other expodient to procure a reconstruction. 

In tho meantine, Mr. Goo. Brown, the Editor 
of The Toronto Globe, and loader of the Oppoal- 
tion, expressed himself, in the course of a cen- 
yoersation with some supporters of the Govern- 
ment, aa willing to essist this, or any other 
Guyornmont, in arriving st some basis upon 
which s mutnal understanding between Upper 
and Lower Canada might be brougbt about, and 
an end forever'put to the sectional differences. 
Iutorviows were ‘accordingly arrangad between 
two members of the Ministry, Mossrs, J. A. 
Macdonuld end Galt, and Mr. Brown. Negotio- 
tions commenced in good earnest, aud coutin- 
ned during Saturday, Monday, Tuesday, and 
Wednesilay. The result was announced to the 
House by Attorney-Goneral Macdanald, aud by 
Mr. Brown, os Weduesiay, Jane 22. 

The Toronto Globe gives the following stata- 
ment of the policy which was adopted: 


Accordlog to the poliey adopted, the reniedy (or existing 
conaitutlonal diticullics Isto be found im the sdopsion of tho 
federal priuelpie.

made to luduce the Lower Provinces te Joln the coufwlerstion, 
but the suecess of the scheme, os far at Canada ls concerned, 
Is not to be contingant upon thelr serent. In aay vent, Par 
Hlament will, afta sext eouslen, ba asked to cory oat the 
prluciyle ae tegerde this provioce, while those who are boyond 
the control of the Canadian Parllscoent, will be tatsn in when 
over thoy eroewilling te come, 


Se far as we can learn from our Canadian 
papers, tho arrangement gives general satisfac- 
tion. When it wus announced to the House, it 
was received by both political parties with loud 
opplause. Mr. Dufresne of Montoalin, who bas 
Jong been on unfriendly terms with Mr. Brown, 
croasod the floor of the Honse and offured his 
hand to hint, Mr. Brown clasped it, and shook 
it wormly; the members of Loth parties gath- 
ered sronnd tbe, pair, and there wus a genvral 
shaking of hands between members of the two 
sides of tho House. 

‘The Globe hopes that in this basis of settlement 
the mags of the peoplo of Upper Canada, of both 
political partisa, will see a aatisfactory solation 
of the coustitutional difficulties which haye for 
ton yoars distracted tho country.

Asthe accounts of the operations of the 18th 
Corps, dnring its jivo days beforo Petersburg, have thas 
far beon necessarily dlajointed, tmperfeot, and in some 
important polntsinaccarate, lot mo nsk your readers 
sit down with mo and "fight {ts battlea ofor.” This, as 
‘an act of jastiog toa brave corps, skilifally handled, bat 
almost completely overshadowed by its giant brother, 
the Army of the Potomac. 
After doing hard fighting with thet ermy at Cold 
Harbor during tho twolre daya' wrestling of the Titans 
ft that, polnt, they embarked at White House, and for 
the second time ascended the James hirer to Bermuds 
Hundred, whore they ware reealved with opon arms by 
those thoy had loft bakind. Visloas of rest rosa before 
thom, but the exigeroies of war allow of no rest when 
adyaotazrs aroto be gained. Gon, Butler felly an- 
dofstands this, and alwoya cots apoa {i Potersburg 
still remained in tho hunds of tho fee.

NO COMMUTATION. 

Itis settled there is to bo no commntation. 
Tho Houso on Tuesday passed the bill of Mr. 
Smithors of Dolawaro, whieh provides sub- 
stantially: 

‘That tho Presidont may at any timo call for 
any number of volunteers for one, two, or three 
years. 

That in caso the quota of any town shall not 
bo filled within sixty days afler the call, the 
President may ordor a draft for one year to fill 
that quota. 

That in onso of a draft thore shall bo no ex- 
emption by the payment of monoy, 

Bounties aro offered for voluntcors or substi- 
tntes—$200 for ono year, $300 for two years, 
$400 for three years. 

So much wo colleot from tho imporfect telo- 
graphic summary. Tho essential feature of the 
bill is of course the repeal of the exemption 
clause—or, fathor, that is the point on which 
moat of the controversy turned. Tho Sonate 
psssed a bill recently for tho achievement of the 
samo object, but the House bas thrice refused 
to accede, voting tho othor day by 100 to 50 in 
favor of retaining the commutation. Nov that 
the two branches are reconciled on this vital 
question, wae presume thoy will speedily bo at 
accord on matters of detail, and that one or tho 
other bill will be a law. 

It is no sceret that the chango of front in the 
House ia duo to the urgent representations of, 
the Eseoutive. Tho system heretofore existing 
was deeméd e failure. The Government got 
money and not men, Honce the argument ad- 
drossed to mombors of Congress bus beech: If 
You moon ths war shall go on, you must grant 
the power to draft compulsorily—in othor words, 
you must give the Goyornmont the power to fill 
its armies speedily, and to keop them full. And 
the Houso has yielded to this urgenoy, impelled 
by the patriotio conviction that the Executive 
was entitled to the grant of auch anthdrity as 
ints view was uecessary for the suppre. 
the Robollion. 

Heretofore it was believed that a wiso admin- 
istration of the law would secure all the men 
needed; but we now have the assurance of the 
military authorities that it was insufficient, and 
since the Excoutivo requires the power of abso- 
luto draft it should be granted, ‘That the men 
and all the men ded to crush the Rebollion 
must pe had somehow, all loyal men have 


always insisted. Tho quostion of means is less 
essential. 
It is, of course, underatood tHat the powor 


whioh is now put into the hands of the Govern- 
ment is to bo effectually used. Tho law is to 
bo put in force, and there is no longer any 
cxouse, if there ever were, for misapprehension 
on the part of tho puople or indecision on the 
part of tho Government. The Nation, by the 
yoica of its representatives, offora its whole 
strength to the Excoutive. What it asks in 
return is that its magnificont gift shall not have 
boen given in vain. 
‘The bill incorporates a provision for allowing 
the loyal States to recruit in the rebellious 
States; o mensure which has once passed the 
House and been pat to sleep in the Senate. The 
House will probably now demand that {t shall 
‘be made a law.

It is, perhaps, proper to stato that money so 
put into their hands will be expended at the 
discretion of the Commission, Onions cro 
unquestionably @ most valuable antiseorbutic, 
but there are others quite as offectual, and 
which would doubtloss be quite as grateful to 
tho palate of the suldiur whose stomach wearies 
of its monotonous digestion of *salt-borse’ 
and ‘hard-tack,” as would be tho more savory 
and fragrant onion. It may be necessary to 
make a slight diversion of the donated funds 
from tho one singlo channel indicated by the 
word “onion "—it may be found both judicious 


and economical to apply a portion of the 
money to the purchuse of other arti- 
cles equally excellent with the onion 


in preventing incipiout, or subduing do- 
clared scurvy. ‘That this ia not unlikely i 
proved by the fuot that already, in view of the 
prospective large demand for tho Wothorefield 
vegetable, certain partics havo been busily buy- 
ing up all the onions in the morket, with the 
view of creating a partial or completé monopoly, 
that thoy may: pnt the price up to their own ra- 
pacions standard, and fill their pockets at the 
expense of the sick and suffering soldier. Wo 
tako leave to inform these gentry that thoir onl- 
culations may chance to be suddenly upsst, and 
it is by no means ple or improbable that, 
in addition to their pecuniary discomfiture, their 
names way be wade known to an indignant 
public. 

‘The Savitary Commission state that allup- 
plies sont to the armies by them go forward with 
uo charge whatever for freight—an item Which 
makes a difforence of from five to twenty-five 
per cont in tho cost (at tho point of delivery) 
und consequently in tho quantity of grateful 
anpplies handed oyor to our soldiers. As the 
Commission aro the ownors of the steamors and 
ships employed by them, they are, of course, 
subject tg no charges for transportation, 

Tho suggostion that tho money usually ox- 
pended for firoworks on tho ‘* Glorious Fourth’ 
be diverted from its customary chanvel oud 
applied to this noblo charity, is an admirable 
and a most timoly one, which wo hopo may be 
generally accepted. Firoworks at home aro 
vory well in their way at a proper timo; but 
tho terrible fireworks that have laid so many of 
our noble soldiors low have Ieft behind them

TM CAMPAIGN. 

A lotter whioh wo print in this lasno gives a 
cloar account of the ovents of Wednesday and 
‘Thuniday of last woek, tho zoey Sh hich is by no 
nieans 80 calamitous as ome désponding peoplo 
have feared. The same intelligence, could we 
bave published it last Friday or Saturday, would 
bave kept gold ten por cont lower, and would 
have strengthoned the confidence of the people 
by proclaiming that the military authorities 
wore willing the wholo truth should be known, 
in reverse a3 well asin triumph. Now that tho 
extent of the disaster is disclosed, it scems not 
to be formidable. 

This is whot happened: Gen, Grant undor- 
took to seize nnd destroy the Weldon Railroad 
alittle south of Potersburg. The 18th Corps 
was sent down from Bermuda Hundred, while 
tho 2d ond Gth were successively thrown 
to the loft in the direction of tho railrond. The 
Rebels discoyored the latter moyemont in time 
to attack our advancing columns in flank. By 
the glaring fault of somebody, the divisions of 
the 2d Corps — temporarily under com- 
mand of Gon, Birmey—becamo disnnited, and 
the Rebels struck in between on Wednesday 
afternoon, Barlow's division lost 1,000 pri 
oners, McKnight’s-battery of four guna was 
captured. Gibbou’a division aeems to haye 
been rolled up vory suddenly, tho Rebels sppear- 
ing in its reer, surrounding and capturing whole 
regimonts before a shot had been fired on our side. 
Nearly a whole brigade weut in this way, and 
our comespondent justly romarks that whor 
such troops as the 16th and 19th Massachusetta, 
veteran regimonts of high renown, are taken 
prisoners bodily, the fault can lie only with 
tho general officers, or with some one of thom. 
Altogethér, wo lost abont 2,000 prisoners from 
tho two divisions, Barlow's aud Gibben's—pret- 
ty heavily also in killed and wounded. The 6th 
Corps, which was in eélyanoe, remained intact. 
Wheh the Rebel attack became known, Rick- 
otts was halted, and marched back to the sup- 
portof the 2d, Réonforeements were brought 
up also froun thé Sth, then holding the left of tho 
iutrenched line. But the Rebels made no at- 
tompt to press their advantage. 

Thursday morning, the 6th and 2d Corps 
again went forward. The Gth reached the 
Weldon Railroad aud went to work dostroying 
it, but before much had beon done, was attacked 
and driven back. Tho Rebel assault was so 
pe nt that it was deemed best to withdraw 
to intrenchments in expectation of a general 
engugement. The advance to tho railroad, 
therefore, amounted to nothing, vory little 
damage having beon done to the track, and the 
position gained baying been abandoned almost 
az §00n e@5 it wos taken. But the expected 
engagemout did not occur, The to corps 
malutulued their lina, ond the weight of the 
Rebel assatig: on Friday fell wholly and ineffee- 
tually on the 26th Corps, at the otor end of 
tho line, 

It is evident, thorefére, tuat a particnlar. 
movement directed by Gen. Giant failed, and 
that by a sudden assault of tho enemy wo lost 
about two|thonsaud prisoners and four guns— 
ouo of those accidents which may happen to any 
commander as the fortuno of war, If you please, 
itisa check to the progress of the campaigu 
Tho movement toward the railroad was an cx- 
periment, a uee in an unknow 
country. Its failure may point | the 
way to (ho success of auother attempt’ 
or to the adoption of a different plan, but it 
doos not suggest foro moment anything like 6 
serious ‘interruption to offensive 
Wo do not deserve to Lave o 
Gon. Grout if his inexhaustible energy and fer- 
tility of resource haye uot taught us to endure 
delays ond disappointments. There may be 
others, There may bo indecisive battles, de: 
fonts, losses, but there will never be a disaster 
oyerwholming enough to shake the purpose of 
the indomitable soldier who carries with him 
tho fastunes of the Republio. 

Wo print elsewhere a long, clear, and very 
interesting letter describing the operation 
which resulted in the capture of the work 
forming tho original and exterior defenses of 
Petersburg, by the 18th Corps, under Gen. Baldy 
Smith, immediately aftor their return to Ber- 
muda Hundred, aud under command of Gen. 
Butler. The letter furnishes information on 
some points hitherto left untouched. 

Whatever anxiety has been felt abont Gen. 
Hunter, will be relioyed by his dispatch to Seo- 
retary Stanton. He reports his expedition suc- 
cessful, his command victorious in every en- 
yogemont, and great injury to the enemy—a 
very creditable record. ‘We know from other 
sources, that Lee found it necessary to dis- 
patch two divisions to the relief of Lynchburg, 
so that Hunter's column, had it dono nothing 
else, has occupied a force of the enemy nt least 
equal to itself in numbers. 

Gen. Sherman mado on’ attack, June 27, on 
tho enemy's position in his front, just north of 
the Chattahoochee, and was repulsed yith au es- 
timated loss of about 2,500, including some 
genoral ‘and field officers. The result shows 
that Johnston has not been materially weak- 
oned, but menns to contest Gen. Sherman's ad- 
youce obstinately. It does not appear that the 
action was goueral, or that the failure of the at- 
tack is epeoially important, excopt on account 
of the losses. Gon, Sherman will try again.
